is bankrupt, that farm auc- 
tions dot the agricultural 
landscape like measles, that 
he is over-subsidized, that 
he is the forgotten man, 
that his excessive profits 
have skyrocketed food pri- 
ces.” He recognizes that 
economic conditions in far- 
ming are far from ideal. 
But they are far from be- 
ing desperate too. 

He spoke of a Georgia far- 
mer named Wesley Patrick 
who, at “the age of 21, has 
operated his 130-acre farm 
So efficiently that he has as- 
sets totaling $28,600, and has 
been voted the Star Farmer 
of America for 1956-an hon- 
or bestowed each year by 
the nearly 400,000 members 
of the Future Farmers of 
America on one young far- 
mer. There are, as Mr. Duf- 


fy put it"... . many Wes- 
ley Patricks throughout our 
land today.” 


It should not be thought 
that Mr. Duffy is an unre- 
constructed optimist. He 
isn’t and he can't afford to 
be-the farm machinery 
business is heavily  depen- 
dent on accurate assess- 
ments of the farmer's eco- 
nomic outlook, on which 
production goals for coming 
seasons are based. The best 
available information _indi- 
cates that gross farm income 
next year will total $34.5 
billion, representing four 
per cent gain over 1956. 
And the importance of that 
four per cent may be judged 
from the fact that it just 
about equals the total value 
of all the farm equipment 
the farmer bought in 1956. 

Next year, Mr. Duffy went 
on, the farm equipment in- 
dustry looks for a substan- 
tial improvement, in sales- 
about 17 per cent over this 
year, for a total of $1.35 
billion. He quoted Wheeler 
MeMilien of: Farm Journal 
on the future of agriculture: 

“The solid values are still 
in the land. The demand 
for food will never cease. 
Every new born baby brings 
into the world an appetite 
and a pair of hands to earn 
food-but does not ‘bring a 
new acre on which to raise 
the food... We are adding 
appetites at the rate of 3 
million a year.” This cer- 
tainly means that in the 
future farmers will have to 
take full advantage of new 


techniques, new machine 
tools, and new seeds and 
fertilizers. 


Mr. Duffy also had some- 
thing to say on a subject of 
top importance-the family- 
type farm, Far from being a 
dying institution, he thinks 
it... is here to stay, in- 
deed to grow and streng- 
then its importance in *the 
over-all picture, That isn’t

it up. While the total num- 
ber of farms in the United 
States. has dropped steadily 
since 1935, the proportion of 
family farms to the total 
has held steady. In a late 
year they produced roughly 
two-thirds of all agricultural 
output, about the same share 
as in 1940. Many family 
farms now represent a 
capital investment, of $50,000 
or more. To quote him 
again, “This growth in size 
and productivity of our 
family farms is one of the 
most significant factors in 
our nation’s rising standrad 
of living.” 

THE WILL TO VENTURE 

One group of American 
citizens knows from harsh 
experience what double tax- 
ation is. These are the peo- 
ple who invest in securities. 
First, they pay the regular 
rates of income tax on their 
salaries and other income— 
and this tax, of course, 
comes out first, and only 
what money is left is availa- 
ble for living costs and 
savings. Secondly, if they 
sell securities and make a 
profit they must pay ano- 
ther tax, called the cgpital 
gain. 

This is not, by any means, 
& problem of concern only 
to the wealthy, In. the last 
year for which such statis- 
tics are available, taxpayers 
with adjusted gross incomes 
of less than $10,000 accoun- 
ted for moré than 78 per 
cent of all individual in- 
come tax returns reporting 
net gains from the sale of 
capital assets, such as 
stocks. And in the same 
year more than one million 
individuals in the under- 
$5,000 bracket-nearly 52 per 
cent of all showing such 
gains-reported net capital

been aptly characterized as” 
++. the most damaging of 
all federal taxes to the: inves- 
tor"—for the reason that “it 


shackles the will «to ven- 
ture.” And that shackling 
is a direct danger to every 
one, investor and non-inves- 
tor alike-for it is venture 
that creates new enterprise, 
new opportunities, more 
jobs, and better living stan- 
for all.

gains on securities at all.

“Since the ‘¢ost of -conven- - 
tiona] fuel in. this area are

vances in the art which will 
take place in the meanwhile, 

Yankee Atomic Blectric 
Company, of which New 
England Electric is one of 
the founders and Jarge own- 
ers, was one of the first or- 
ganizations in the country 
to undertake the construc. 
tion of an atomic energy 
power plant under private 
ownership, Yankee’s experi. 
ence in this initial project 
has demonstrated that the 
research and development 
work, and the design and 
engineering that are re- 
quired before a full scale 
atomic energy plant can be- 
come a reality, consume 
even more time than the 
three to four years required 
to build a conventional 
steam electric plant. 

Moore said that as a re- 
sult of our experience with 
‘the Yankee project “we are 
convinced we should start 
out program immediately 
for this second plant in 
order that New Bngland 
may maintain its leadership 
in this important new field.”
